In an effort to put more faces to 
the Wilmington Teachers Associa- 
tion collective bargaining negoti- 
ating team, a large contingent of 
members of the teachers union 
planned on gathering outside the 
Town Hall prior to the start of the 
Wilmington School Commitee 
meeting Wednesday night. Teach- 
ers then had plans to present the 
school committee with a petition 
urging it “to end these divisive 
negotiations and to reach a fair 
ble contract with the 


are currently working 
without a contract in place. The 
two sides are now negotiating the 
contract through a mediator and 
are scheduled to have a meeting 
Thursday night (Oct. 10). 

School Committee Chairman 
(and chairman of the collective 
bargaining negotiations subcom- 
mittee) Paul Palizzolo said last 
week that the two sides were close 
and seemed hopeful about the Oct. 
10 meeting. 

But Beverly Shea, Co-Chair- 
person of the former WTA Action 
Committee, now called the Crisis 
Committee by the union, said 
teachers see Thursday's meeting as 
critical to negotiations and want 
the school committee to recognize 
the same - thus the plan for Wed- 
nesday’s meeting. 

“We get the feeling if we don’t 
make any progress [Thursday 
night] we might not make any 
progress at all,” said Shea, a 30- 
year veteran of the system and the 
librarian at the high school. “We 
want to show that a majority of 
teachers in this Town are standing

Three candidates have emerged 
to vie for the Wilmington School 
Committee vacancy created when 
veteran member Brad Jackson 
stepped down two weeks ago to 
become a finalist for the school 
business manager position. 

Susanne Clarkin, Richard Pozzi, 
and Suzanne Rooney have all sub- 
mitted letters expressing interest 
in the post. Other candidates 
could still emerge and be nom- 
inated when the school committee 
sits down with the board of sel- 
ectmen later this month to fill the 
board opening. 

This scenario came up twice in 
the late 1980's, and in both cases, 
the selectmen chairman called and 
chaired the joint meeting. This 
time will be different. Suzanne 
Rooney is the wife of Selectmen 
Chairman Jim Rooney. 

Rooney said he checked with 
Town Counsel Alan Altman as to 
whether it would represent a con- 
flict of interest for Rooney to 
chair an appointing committee be- 
fore which his wife was a candi- 
date for appointment. ‘ Rooney

together. And they're going to 
see us standing [Wednesday] 
night.” 

Shea said she planned on read- 
ing a statement at Wednesday's 
meeting announcing the petition 
and expressing general feelings of 
the teachers. No specific issues or 
conflicts have been publicized due 
to an agreement between the two 
sides not to discuss negotiation 
specifics publically. 

In the statement, Shea talks of 
lowered school staff morale and 
the need for a settled contract. 

“WTA members have resisted 
withdrawing any services or en- 
gaging in actions that would nega- 
lively impact our students because 
we are committed to the negotia- 
tions process,” the statement 
reads. “We continue to participate 
in mediation, but every week that 
passes, this crisis deepens.” 

While wishing to show a united 
front, Shea said that the teachers 
also want to highlight the individ- 
uals within the group. 

“I think one of the reasons we 
want faces there [Wednesday] 
night is because it has been dawn- 
ing on me that the school commit- 
tee and maybe the whole town sees 
teachers two ways,” Shea said. 

She said she believes teachers 
are seen as individuals who edu- 
cate the town’s children and often 
put in extra time. She then spoke 
of an “amorphous, abstract teach- 
er” that takes too many sick days 
and is overpaid because they have 
summers off. 

“And I don’t know how they 
can believe in both of them,” Shea 
said. 


New 3rd proposal 


Trash to hit town 


meeting floor

Wilmington voters will have a 
third trash disposal option to 


choose from when special town 
meeting hits the high school audi- 
torium Oct. 28. 

Steven Rothstein, executive dir- 
ector of the North East Solid 
Waste Committee, presented all 
three, including an amended 10- 
year option, at a meeting of the 
Wilmington Finance Committee 
Thursday night at Town Hall. 

With the current deal, which 
expires in 2005, Wilmington and 
the 22 other NESWC communities 
are paying trash tip fees of $95 
per ton, twice the state average 
That figure will balloon to an 
estimated $195 in 2004 and stand 
at $190 in 2005, the last year of 
the deal. NESWC communities 


could then find another deal, or

said Altman told him it really 
wouldn't be. 

Still, Rooney has given charge 
of the meeting over to the school 
committee. He said he would not 
vote except in the case of a tie that 
needed to be broken. In that in- 
stance he said he might vote, and 
if he did, stated that he felt he 
could make a fair decision based 
on merit. 

The meeting will be held Wed- 
nesday, Oct. 23 as part of the 
regular school committee meeting 
and will be chaired by Paul Paliz- 
zolo, who took over that position 
when Jackson left the board. 

School committee member Bob 
Surran said the public vote will 
likely be handled by roll call. 

After nominations are made, 
each member of both boards will 
cast a single vote for the candidate 
of his or her choice. Surran said 
in the past an appointment has 
been made. when a majority vote 
was reached. 

Under that system, if all six 
current school committee mem- 
bers participated along with four

of five selectmen (Rooney recus- 
ing himself), a winning candidate 
would require six votes. If a 
majority decision is not reached 
under this method, members 
would vote again until more than 
half sided with a single candidate. 
Surran said in the past, votes of 
this nature have taken several 
rounds to decide. 

Jackson in fact, first came to the 
committee in just such a way in 
1989. Suzanne Rooney, the only 
candidate with prior board exper- 
ience, was also appointed by a 
joint meeting, in 1987. At that 
time she filled a vacancy left by 
the passing of her father, Mitch 
Spiris. 

The three candidates present 
board members with an interest- 
ing decision. 

As mentioned, Rooney has ex- 
perience, though in her only elec- 
tion bid for the position, in 1988, 
she lost. But she says now that in 
the last few years, people in town 
have asked her if she would run 
again. And now she feels she has

sign on with Wheelabrator to 
2015. In that case, in 2006 tip 
fees would dip to $84.66 and rise 
to $120.50 in 2015. 

In an effort to keep NESWC 
communities, Wheelabrator Tech- 
nologies, Inc., the firm that owns 
the trash-to-energy plant in North 
Andover where Wilmington’s 
garbage ends up, offered a 20- 
year deal, to 2015, that sets tip 
fees at an even $108.72. That of- 
fer was contingent on communi- 
ies accounting for at least 90 per- 
cent of the total NESWC tonnage 
signing on. 

Last month, however, at a 
NESWC Board of Directors meet- 
ing it appeared through an infor- 
mal vote that the 90 percent would 
never be reached. 

While many municipalities were 
just too soured by what is 
regarded as a plain bad deal with 


Wheelabrator that the thought of 
extending the contract was out of 
the question, Town Manager 
Michael Caira, using strictly 
numbers, said he felt it in the best 
interest to accept the 20-year pact 
Sull, without the 90 percent, it 
wouldn't matter what Wilmington 
did. 

Fearing a NESWC abandon- 
ment, Wheelabrator has come 
back with a new 10-year thai 
restructures tip fees from 1996- 
2005 and then offers the same 
renewal agreement as the current 
deal The new 10-year deal 
reaches tp fees as high as $198.76 
in 2004, but overall represents 
$165.76 less in tip fees to 2005 
than the current agreement. The 
20-year offer would set total tip 
fees to 2005 at $434.30 less than 
the current contract and $268.54 
less than the amended 10-year 
deal. 

Under the amended 10-year 
deal, Rothstein said tip fees rise 
similar to in the current contract, 
but at a much slower rate. In fact, 
the under the present deal. fees 
are slated to rise from $95 in 
1997 to $130 in 1998. The 
amended deal would show a 
decrease from $68.16 to $64.23 in 
that same period. The biggest rise 
with the amended 10-year deal 
would come from 1999 to 2000 
when the price would go from 
$77.10 to $153.42. 

Caira will present all the issues 
and try to guide the town towards 
accepting the 20-year deal at the 
special town meeting. Barring 
that, Caira has said he would like 
to see the amended 10-year plan 
implemented.

the time to devote 

A graduate of the Wilmington 
Public Schools herself and now a 
parent, Rooney said she has 
always maintained an interest in 
the schools. 

Since her five-month stint on 
the committee in the 80°s, Rooney 
has spent her time more paro- 
chially, in whichever individual 
school her daughter has been in. 

In that capacity, Rooney spent 
time working with Parent Advis- 
ory Committees and School Ad- 
visory Committees, most notably 
serving (wo years as president of 
the Woburn Street School PAC 
and another two years on the Wil- 
mington High School SAC. 

With her daughter now a senior 
at the high school, Rooney feels 
she has the time to put in to a seat 
on the committee. Rooney identi- 
fies the overcrowding of the ele- 
mentary schools as the obvious big 
issue facing the system. 

“It takes time and effort and 1 
think I have both,” she said. 

Clarkin has found plenty of 
time in the last couple of years for 


school committee issues. The 
mother of three two years ago 
helped lead the charge to reopen 
the Boutwell School and relieve 
the elementary overcrowding. 

While the initial Wilmington 
political campaign she participated 
in - the override push to reopen 
the school - failed, Clarkin was 
instrumental in the eventual re- 
opening, last year, of the Bout- 
well. 

Before and since that vote. 
Clarkin has been a regular atten- 
dee of school committee and other 
town board meetings. written let- 
ters to the editor, rallied parents 
around school issues, and in the 
process become the town's leading 
school activist, an unofficial dis- 
tinction that helped her gain a seat 
on the Master Plan Advisory 
Committee. 

Two years ago. while Clarkin 
fought against band-aid solutions 
to the overcrowding problem, she 
also railed against band-aid solu- 
tions to the busing problems, most 
notably then on Nichols Street. 
Today. both remain issues.

Fire station tours will be held 
on Sunday, Oct. 13, from 11:30 
a.m.-2:30 p.m. Papa Gino’s will 
ship over 60 pizzas for the tour, 
and free slices will be available, 
while supplies last of course.

Clarkin, a member of the Shaw- 
sheen. School SAC who holds a 
master of education degree in psy- 
chology and at one time served as 
an adjunct assistant professor at 
Boston University, said she seri- 
ously considered running for the 
school committee last April. 

Now she feels she is ready and 
can help more from the board 
than she can from the audience, 
while also functioning to bridge 
any gap between committee and 
parents. 

“I do feel this is a pivotal year 
for Wilmington and the school 
system in particular,” Clarkin 
said. 

Pozzi is a political newcomer 
with a background in education 
and a sincere desire to give some- 
thing back with some newfound 
free time. 

A long time teacher in the Lynn 
Public Schools and Wilmington 
resident, Pozzi said all three of his 
children graduated the public 
schools in town. He feels they 
received outstanding educations in 
Wilmington, and wants to work to 
make sure present and future stu- 
dents get more of the same. 

“Maybe it’s time for me to pay 
back,” Pozzi said.

The great spirit of Horn Pond

It was only a few weeks ago 
(September 4) that this writer wrote 
a review of a book recently 
published about the Middlesex 
Canal, a Guide Book. The authors 
were Fran and Burt VerPlank of 
Winchester. To publish that report 
was indeed a pleasure. 

Now, five weeks later another 
volume has appeared - “The Great 
Spirit of Horm Pond.” 

It_ is being reviewed by the 
Woburn Reading Times 
Chronicle, in the daily issues on 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday, four times each week. 
Eventually, in late October, it 
seems, the material will be 


published as a book. 

Woburn - and Winchester, too 
have some fascinating names for 
their local geography. Much of this 
is to be found in the Hom Pond area 
- names which are derived from the 
native Indian descriptions, and 
names which are derived from the 
history of the area which goes back 
to about 1660. 

The author has combined stories 
which were written for Woburn and 
Lexington papers during the 1800s, 
into an account which is not only 
accurate but fascinating. There are 
pictures from those papers which 
illustrate the problems, and the 
history of the era. 


Parker L. Converse, Woburn 
author who wrote two series of 
stories entitled “Legends of 
Woburn" tells of the old tow path, 
an enchanting walk, of which, when 
the Canal was open for navigation, a 
large number of persons availed 
themselves. In winter,too, when it 
was frozen up, it was a skating rink, 
many times better than any other in 
town. | will only add that, with all 
my appreciation of the superior 
value of the railroads, | have never 
become fully reconciled to the 
abandonment of the Middlesex 
Canal.” 

It will, without a doubt, prove to 
be a fascinating volume.

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Saving face 
for teacher 
negotiations

The Wilmington Teachers Association and the Wilmington School 
Committee are at a crisis situation - if you believe the teachers, who seem to 
feel that Thursday nights mediated collective bargaining agreement could be 
make or break for the negotiations. The committee so far has kept a high 
(public) head, seemingly confident that an agreement will be reached any 
time now. It's difficult to know from this vantage point. 

Because of an agreed upon gag order, neither side has been at liberty to 
discuss negotiation issues or specifics of any kind. It’s safe to say that both 
sides are frustrated and that frustration is only mounting. Wednesday night, 
teachers were to unleash some of that by waiting, signage and signed petition 
in hand, outside Town Hall for committee members prior to their regular 
meeting 

One of the ideas behind the gathering, at least, is a noble one - to put faces 
to the negotiations. 

Beverly Shea is widely known as the high school librarian. She's been 
with the school system 30 years. But throw her into contract negotiations 
and she becomes just a small part of what too many people these days 
unfortunately view asa group of whining. overpaid. underworked bureaucrats 
every year using muscle to cop even more pay and even less work. It is 


unfair. 

When someone's kid needs extra help with reading. there's a face attached. 
When kids need an assistant coach, or help with an after school project, or 
a chaperone for the dance, or an advisor for the school newspaper, there are 
faces. When those same faces need fair representation for a labor contract 
- same as anyone else has the right to seek - those faces, in the eyes of much 
of the public, become an ugly mob. 

While | am not privy to any information regarding current negotiations 
and would not here characterize the actions thus far of school committee 
members, the teachers seem to think that the committee views those same

New York City’s 8th Avenue,

The Righ of washing machines 
on the market today could send a 
shopper spinning. According to Dan 
Pigatto. buyer of laundry products 

“To make 
the selection process easier, con- 
sumers should closely evaluate 
three critical components of a wash- 
ing machine — agitator, motor and 
temperature control. Combined. 
these components determine a 
machine's performance ability.” 


Agitator — An agitator is the up- 
right piece located in the center of 
the washer basket. The vanes at the 
base of the agitator move back and 
forth, drawing water and detergent 
through the clothes to clean them 
There are two types of agitators 
available today: straight vane and 
auger-type vane. The auger-type 
agitator has a dual action. It not 
only goes back and forth, but its top 
is like a corkscrew that is undercut 
to push clothes from the top of the 
wash basket to the bottom, where 
most of the wash action occurs, and 
back up again. The more often 
clothes are rolled over in the wash 
basket. the more uniformly they get 
cleaned: so be sure to talk to the 
salesperson about a machine's 
rollover ability 

Buying a machine with an effec- 
live agitator isn't enough. It is also 
important to consider the 
“usable capacity,” or the largest 


largest load the machine can uni- 


formly clean. Usable capacity is 
determined by the effectiveness of 
the agitator and the size of the wash 
basket The larger the tesker. and

Elks will honor Brother 
who beat the legend 


Friday night, Oct. 11 at 7:00 
p.m., the Tewksbury-Wilmington 
Elks will honor a Brother with a 
monumental claim to fame - he is 
the only man to ever defeat legen- 
dary heavyweight boxing champi- 
on Rocky Marciano. 

While Marciano may have re- 
tired as the only undefeated 
heavyweight champ in history, he 
did suffer one loss, as an amateur, 
to Wilmington resident Joe De- 
Angelis, a 31-year member of the 
Elks Lodge 2070. 

DeAngelis was bom Nov. 23, 
1925 in East Boston, the son of 
Michael and Concetta DeAngelis, 
two proud parents with little idea 
what this young boy would ac- 
complish as he journeyed through 
life. 

The DeAngelis family moved 
from Eastie to Charlestown in 
1929) When Joe was 19 he be- 
came interested in boxing, train- 
ing at the West End Club under 
manager Coogey McFarland. 

The 6°3”, 190-pound DeAngelis 
fought to a sparkling amateur 
heavyweight record of 23-0, 17 
by way of knockout and high- 
lighted with a three-round Junior 
National Heavyweight Champion- 
ship unanimous decision over 
Marciano. 

His last fight came at the old 
Boston Garden. At this point, Joe 
planned on turning professional, 


examination ended his career 
abruptly.

first wife, Theresa Ryan, passed 
away in 1967. In 1970 he mar- 
tied his present wife Anne. The 
couple lives in Wilmington.

“I thought the statute of 
ons was over,” Sferrezza 
joked as the entire crowd roared 
with laughter. 

So it was safe to say, that the 
once-a-year event was another fun 
night as four athletes, a coach and 
a team were all inducted at the 
Knights of Columbus Hall. 

The first athlete to be introduced 
was Lisa Cutone Bacon from the 
class of 1986. Cutone was most 
known for her tennis play. She 
was the-girls tennis:team’s number 
one player for all four years and 
she never lost a regular season 
match. She was a four-year All- 
Conference selection as well as the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
M.V.P. all four years of her high 
school career. She was also an All- 
Scholastic selection and the tennis 
team’s captain for three years. 

Cutone also played field hockey 
three years and in her senior year 
she was the captain as well as an 
All-Scholastic Selection. 

After high school, Cutone went 
on to Harvard University, where 
she continued to excel academically 
as well as athletically - she gra- 
duated Cum Laude in 1990. She 
played varsity tennis and field hoc- 
key all four years at Harvard. She 
was a three-time “Boston 4” All- 
Star and a two-time All-Ivy Lea- 
gue selection for her efforts in 
field hockey. 

Lisa Cutone Bacon could not 
attend Saturday's ceremony as she 
is an “on-air pnment reporter 
for the CNN show “Newsroom”. 


Next on the list of inductees is 
Jack Gillis, from the class of 1968. 
Not known for being a talkative 
person, Jack said, “I'm the last of 
five brothers to be inducted and | 
guess the {Hall of Fame] committee 
saved the best for last,” Jack Gillis 
joked 

Jack. known most for his foot- 
ball days, was introduced by his 
Dick Gillis, who said he 
has seen a lot of great linebackers 
play at WHS. Dick Gillis said he 
was not calling Jack the best 
linebacker ever to play at WHS, 
but he said of all the other line- 
backers he has seen through the 
years, none of them has caused 
more damage to opposing offenses 


llis was a Boston Globe 
All Class C selection, as well asa 
Lowell Sun All-Star Football selec- 
tion and a MVC All-Conterence 
selection for two years. He was 
the captain of both the football 
n and the baseball team during 
nior year. 

After graduation, Jack played 
three years of football at Spring- 
field College and in 1972 he was 
named to the All-New England 
Team as a linebacker. 

The third induction went to 
Marion Halpin Hodges from the 
class of 1961. After signing up for 
football and girls track her fresh- 
man year and not being allowed to 
play, Halpin’s enthusiasm convinc- 
ed Frank Kelley to hold a girls 
track meet. 

Halpin lettered in three sports at 
WHS and she was an All-Star in 
basketball her junior year. She 
was famous for her left-handed 
hook shot as she led her team in 
scoring, including 39 in one game, 
her senior year as a captain. 

After graduation, Halpin attend- 
ed Gordon College and she helped 


start up a field hockey program 
which is still thriving today, and 
she also played softball, volleyball 
and basketball . 

Halpin thanked Frank Kelley 
upon her induction saying, “When 
I left Wilmington High School, I 
left my heart with Mr. Kelley.” 

The last of the four athletes to be? 
inducted was the comical Sferrezza+ 
from the class of 1977. Sferrezza‘ 
was an All Merrimack Valley 
Conference defensive back as well” 
as a Lowell Sun All-Star. He was, 
also a member of the 1976 team: 
that went to the Super Bowl as he- 
tushed for 75 yards on 10 carries. 
During his senior year, Robert, 
tushed for 905 yards and his’ 
rushing and receiving yards totaled 
1,149. That equals out to an 
amazing 7.37 yards, every time 
Robert Sferrezza touched the 
football. 


Sferrezza also had a terrific 
track career. His senior year he 
was captain of the Spring Track 
team and he was the conference 
champion in the 50, 100 and 220 
yard dashes. He also placed third 
in the states and won the Northem 
Area Track Meet. He set school 
records in the 50-yard dash (5.6 
seconds), 100-yard dash (10.1 
seconds) and in both the indoor 
and outdoor high jump (6 feet). 

The lone coach to be inducted 
was Dick Scanlon (see page 19 for

Last but not least (and how could* 
we forget it, Jim Gillis?) was the 
induction of the 1977 baseball team 
who was coached by no other than, 
Jim Gillis. The team started out 4- 
4, and amazingly they finished up 
20-5 overall which included a 
MVC Championship.

There is not enough room in this 
newspaper (or any other for that 
matter, so I’m going to try to 
minimize it), to describe Dick 
Scanlon. He has meant so much to 
so many student-athletes, over so 
many years, including this writer. 
And for that and his incredible 
coaching career that is still ongo- 
ing, Dick Scanlon was honored at 
the annual Wilmington High 
School Hall of Fame dinner at the 
Knights of Columbus on Saturday 


evening. 

Dick Scanlon is a person who 
absolutely loves to teach, coach and 
make people laugh. Though he 
sometimes leaves the baseball dia- 
mond and soccer field mystified 
and upset, very rarely does one see 
Dick Scanlon without a smile on 
his face - and that he sticks on his 
student-athletes. 

I first knew Dick Scanlon when I 
was in eighth grade. | worked 
(well for free) at E.F. Video store 
(not there anymore) in Wilming- 
ton. One of the workers there 
would always talk about Mr. Scan- 
lon and how great he was - and on 
one Saturday | finally met him. 
Every Saturday thereafter, we 
talked about his soccer and baseball 
teams and of course, movies. 

I never played baseball or soccer 
for Dick Scanlon at WHS, but 
while playing junior varsity base- 
ball he remembered who I was 
(not that that ever got me a varsity 
jersey). And in my senior year, | 
had him as a teacher in psychology 
(well for six weeks because about 
10 of us were moved from his 
class when several teachers were 
re-hired) and I have never learned 
so much in such a short span of 
time, than I did with him as my 
teacher. 

Anyway, I started to get to know 
Dick Scanlon better when I started 
working here at the Town Crier in 
1993 covering the boys soccer 
team. And the following year(s), I 
have dealt with him a lot, covering 
the baseball and soccer teams. And 
every time I either meet with him 
at one of his games or when I talk 
to him on the phone, I end up 
spending more time laughing than 
I do talking or asking questions for 
that matter. 


Dick Scanlon started teaching at 
WHS in 1968. He also began 
coaching baseball since 1980 and 
soccer since 1982. And since he 
has been a coach at WHS, Dick 
arrives everyday at school around 
3:00 in the morning. He reads the 
daily newspapers, corrects his’ pap- 
ers and plans his daily schedules 
for his classes, plays the piano for 
a little while (bet you didn’t know 
I knew that one, did ya, Dick?) and 
he also mulls over strategies for 
his team(s). 

All of that has compiled into a 
terrific resumé. Case in point: he 
has been the WHS “Teacher of the 
Year” ten different times; he is the 
only non-track coach to be named 
“Coach of the Year” twice in the 
same school year; he has been 
named Lowell Sun Coach of the 
Year five times as well as being 
named Eastem Mass. Coach of the 
Year; he has appeared in many 
state tournament games; and he 
recently celebrated his 200th win 
as baseball coach. 

Scanlon has said that one of if 
not his proudest years of coaching 
came in 1990 - his soccer team lost 
in the Semi-Final State Champion- 
ship Game to Medway. This team 
went a long way from the start of 


the season (I watched a lot of those 
games) and it was an amazing, ex- 
citing season that seemed to last 
forever. 

His coaching days in Wilmington 
came after coaching at Austin Prep 
and Wakefield High. He excelled 
at in baseball and track in his 
Wakefield High days - in baseball 
he won a Middlesex League batting 
title and was named a Boston Post 
and Boston Herald All Scholastic 
player. And in track he was a 
Greater Boston 50-yard dash in- 
door champion as well as the State 
220-yard dash outdoor champion. 
He continued his fine athletic car- 
eer at Boston College, where he 
eamed six varsity letters in track 
and baseball. 

Dick’s son, Steve, is the head 


hockey coach at WHS, where he 
has brought the team to a state 
tournament appearance the past 
two years. Steve also followed in 
his father’s footsteps as a soccer 
coach at Westford Academy, 
where he has won a State Champi- 
onship. Both of them have coach- 


ed against each other in several 
pre-season scrimmages. 

Besides being a great person, 
teacher and coach, Dick Scanlon is 
also a good friend of mine. He 
doesn’t deserve all of this credit 
because he is a friend, he deserves 
this credit because he knows what 
it takes to be a great teacher and 
coach, Just ask any of the thou- 
sands of people who he has influ- 
enced one way or another.

“For this reason, when the 
question has come up during 
Open Meeting Law educational 
seminars or through our tele- 
Phone duty line, we have cau- 
tioned governmental bodies 
against using E-mail. If an E- 
mail message is sent or received 
by a member of a governmental 
body, we have further recom- 
mended that a hard copy be cre- 
ated and immediately placed in 
a central file, where it can be 
provided as a public record on 
request. 

“Should E-mail messages 
eventually encompass a quorum 
of members, even if hard copies 
were provided to the public after 
the fact, serious issues would be 
raised concerning the public's 
right to contemporaneously 
monitor the discussion, and con- 
cerning the right of all members 
of the governmental body to par- 
ticipate in the debate. For these 
reasons, we recommend that, as 
with telephone discussions,

fter three weeks in 

England the Rever- 

end Carol Flett 
has returned to St. Mark’s in 
Burlington with a renewed 
appreciation for what she and 
her Episcopalian Church have 
at home. 

However, Rev. Flett considers 
her swap with the Reverend 
Alan Tiltman a success and is 
looking for another trip to his 
church St. Clement's, in 
Urmston, Manchester, England. 

“I think it was a very reward- 
ing experience for both Alan’s 
church and our church. It 
broadened our 

She will be encouraging the 
groups at St. Mark’s to corre- 
spond with similar groups at St.

Among the things Flett 
appreciates are the more rea- 
sonable prices in this country, 
being able to live apart from her 
church and the fact that the per-

As to the living arrangement 
Flett said that in England the 
parsonage or manse is a part of 
the church.

“I liked the experience of 
being in an English Gothic 
church.” 

What she did not like was the 
church office being in the home 
rather than in the church as in 
this country.

Flett added, “When I go home

in his home/office. 

to Flett, her hus- 
band pene who, along with 
18-year-old daughter Heather, 
made the trip, takes an active 
role in St. Marks. However, he 
does not have the same role as 
Tiltman’s spouse does in 
England. For that matter his 
role is quite different from the 
wife of the former minister at 
St. Mark's. 

Another observation Flett 
had of the English: “The English 
are very nice but they don’t say 
much. Especially about my 
being a female priest.” 

According to Fiett, it was a 
situation where actions spoke 
louder than words. “No one 
stayed away while I was there.” 

At the end of her stay, Flett 
told of the two elderly women 
who were regulars at the 8 a.m. 
service. 

They came up to her and said 
“They didn’t think they would 
like a woman priest, but they 
had enjoyed the services.” 

Flett added, “They liked my 
sermons. I purposefully 
preached about my experience

due to the fact that Parliament 
regulates much of what goes on 
in the Church of England, any 
English citizen is automatically 
a member of the church and can 
demand to receive the 
Sacraments such as Baptism, 
Marriage and others. In St. 
Clement’s parish that means 
12,000 people are members of 
the church. Concern about over- 
crowding the services in the 100 
year-old building is not a worry, 
however, because only four 
percent of the parishioners reg- 
ularly attend the services. 
Statistics nationwide show that 
only 12 percent of the people are 
active in religion. 

Flett’s figures show that in 
this country, and including St. 
Mark’s, 50 percent of the church 
members attend regularly and 
although the parish is smaller in 
size she has about the same 
number of parishioners as St. 
Clement’s who attend regularly. 

“I think the American church 
is a lot stronger and healthier,” 
Flett said. 

“The lesson I learned from 
there,” Flett said, “when couples 
come to have a child baptized I 
do not have to baptize them.” 

She explained that in this 
country the sacraments can be 
used as an incentive to get peo- 
ple to become involved in the 
church. As a policy she has ped- 
ple seeking sacraments attend 
services for a two to three 
month period before the sacra- 
ment is given. 

Her observation in England 
was that once people received 

the sacrament, they did not nec- 
essarily return to the church 
until a death or a wedding 
required that another sacrament

He played what will be his 
only game of the year at the 
FleetCenter Monday night, and 
the captain of the new Phoenix 
Coyotes hockey team, Medford 
native KEITH TKACHUK was 
happy to be back playing in 
Massachusetts in front of a 
throng of supporters. 

“I can’t think of a better 
place to grow up and play hock- 
ey, because everyone around 
here supports you,” said 
Tkachuk, 24, following a 5-2 win 
by the’ Coyotes (formerly the 
Winnipeg Jets) over the Bruins. 
“It’s a great hockey town.” 

‘Tkachuk has emerged as one 
of the most recognizable 
American hockey players in the 
game today, after serving as 
Assistant Captain for Team USA 
this summer and leading the 
Americans to a World Cup title 
over the heavily favored 
Canadian team. He had seven 
points in the preseason this fall, 
after scoring fifty goals last 
year, and picked up three assists 
in the win Monday night. 

Tkachuk feels that playing 
for the U.S. team was a chance 
he couldn't pass up, and hopes 
will have an effect on other 
American players. 

“I couldn't say no to playing 
on the team,” said Tkachuk. “We 
felt like we had a chance to win 
it. I hope that younger players 
watch and realize they can do it 
too, and that more people will 
pick up the sport.” 
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‘Tkachuk also feels that play- 
ing in the World Cup helped him 
to earn back the captainship of 
the Coyotes. After playing for 
Malden Catholic and Boston 
University, Tkachuk was chosen 
by Winnipeg with their first pick 
(19th overall) in the 1999 NHL 
entry draft. He was named cap- 
tain of the Jets at age 21, but 
had it taken away last year, an 
act which hurt him. 

“I think it helped that I had a 
leadership role with the World 
Cup team,” said Tkachuk. “It 
really means everything to me. I 


want to have a leadership role.”
